Bond because they both 
had been dating the same 
nurse, witnesses testified 
during Ucket’s trial. 

DeLeéo,, who.was a notor- 
ious hit man from the East, 


testified that he became 
angry and shot Bond twice 
when he resisted his 
attempt to force Bond to 
return to his office. He was 
sentenced to from 15 years 
to life in a plea-bargaining 
agreement with the pro- 
secutor. 

DeLeo testified against 
Ucker during the lengthy 
trial which ended with the 
jurors verdict for acquittal. 

Mrs. Bond, who attended 
several days of the trial, 
filed the $10 million suit in 
Common Pleas.and the 


- U.S. District Courts simul- 


taneousty. The federal 
court suit has not been 


resolved. 


According to the court, 


the suit was dismissed after 
a notice. was sent to Mrs. 
Bond at a New Orleans 
post office box advising her 
that the case would. be dis- 
missed unless certain pap- 
ers were filed by Sept. 5. 

The notice was returned 
to the court with a stamped 
mark indicating Mrs. Bond 
was no longer using the 
post office box. 

It is ironical that the dis- 
missal occurred less than 
three weeks from the anni- 
versary of Bond's bizarre 
murder, and about one 


month from the first anni- _ 


versary of Ucker's acquittal.

DuBois said the major 
problem of the 20th cen- 
tury would center around 
color. The Rev. Benjamin F. 
Chavis Jr. couldn't agree 
more. 

Chavis was in Columbus 
for a series of speaking 
engagements and on each. 
occasion cited racism as 
the fundamental issue that 
blacks are grappling within 
the 1980s. He said forming 
a black, independent polit- 
ital party is needed to 
address the issue. 

Civil rights laws and 
affirmative action pro- 
grams have not been effec- 
tive enough to permit 
blacks the social, ecnomic 
and political opportunities 
that cjvil rights activists 
were led to believe, Chavis 
~ said. 

He said the civil rights 
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movement: of the '60s had 
the effect of allowing 
blacks in leadership capac- 
ities to withdraw from the 
black community and 
assume roles that did not 
advocate black interests. 
“The strategy (of white 
authorities) has been since 
the days of DuBois and 
(Booker T.) Washington to 
siphon off the black leader- 
ship. of our community,”

as he spoke to about 50 
people Saturday (Sept. 20) 
at the Mt. Vernon Plaza.

Chavis was the last of the 
imprisoned persons to.be 
granted parole, but he 
noted Saturday that he 
must carry a“pass” in order 
to travel and speak.
